NOTICES  REGARDING  MEAT  INSPECTION 

FRESH  FROZEN  PORK  FOR  FRANCE 

Information  has  been  received  from  the  French  Government  to  the  effect 
that  fresh  frozen  pork  of  carcasses  slaughtered  in  official  establishments  in  the 
United  States  may  be  forwarded  to  France  until  September  1,  1924,  provided 
that  the  pork  is  frozen  continuously  for  not  less  than  20  days  at  a  temperature 
not  higher  than  —15°  C.  (5°  F.),  and  further  provided  that  the  pork  bears  the 
stamp  hereinafter  indicated.  Such  pork  can  be  imported  through  Havre, 
Bordeaux,  and  Marseilles  only,  at  which  ports  examination  will  be  made  for 
trichinae. 

Inspectors  are  directed  to  see  that  the  identity  of  fresh  frozen  pork  intended 
for  export  to  France  is  maintained  and  that  the  product  is  refrigerated  con- 
tinuously for  not  less  than  20  days  at  a  temperature  not  higher  than  5°  F.  The 
containers  of  the  pork  shall  be  stenciled  or  otherwise  conspicuously  and  per- 
manently marked  as  follows: 

"Fresh  Pork  for  France.     Refrigerated  20  days  15°  Centigrade  below  zero." 

A  special  export  stamp  for  France  bearing  the  additional  statement  printed 
in  blue  ink:  "Pork  refrigerated  15  degrees  Centigrade  below  zero  20  days"  shall 
be  affixed  to  each  container  of  fresh  frozen  pork  for  France  and  each  consign- 
ment containing  such  pork  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  export  certificate  required 
by  the  act  of  Congress,  issued  in  the  usual  form  without  alteration  or  addition. 
The  special  export  stamp  for  France  shall  be  securely  affixed  with  tacks  or  other 
means  to  insure  identity  during  handling,  refrigeration,  and  exportation.  It 
is  very  important  that  each  package  shall  bear  the  special  export  stamp  upon 
arrival  in  France;  otherwise  the  product  will  not  be  acceptable  in  that  country. 

Upon  requisition  a  supply  of  the  special  export  stamps  for  France  will  be 
furnished  those  stations  where  there  is  prospect  of  a  demand  for  such  stamps 
and  which  have  not  already  been  supplied. 
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In  reporting  the  exportation  of  fresh  frozen  pork  to  France  a  notation  showing 
the  kinds  of  product  and  weight  of  each  should  be  made  on  the  M.  I.  Form  121-D 
(Revised)  across  the  dotted  lines  in  the  blank  space  of  the  column  headed  "Class 
of  product."  The  total  of  these  weights  should  be  included  in  the  entry  in  the 
column  headed  ''Weight  (pounds)." 

NET  WEIGHT  ON  MEAT  AND  MEAT  FOOD  PRODUCTS  IN  OFFICIAL  ESTABLISHMENTS 

Under  the  provisions  of  Regulation  17,  section  10,  as  amended  by  Amend- 
ment 2  to  B.  A.  I.  Order  211  (Revised),  bureau  inspectors  will  no  longer  require 
that  the  net  weight  be  shown  on  meat  or  meat  food  products  prepared  in  official 
establishments.  However,  if  any  statement  of  weight  appears  on  any  such 
product  it  must  not  be  false  or  misleading.  Inspectors  will  report  incidents 
coming  under  their  observation  in  which  establishments  fail  to  apply  the  net 
weight  to  meat  or  meat  food  products  in  package  form. 

REPORTING  FRESH  PORK  FOR  THE  NETHERLANDS 

In  reporting  the  exportation  of  fresh  pork  to  the  Netherlands  a  notation  show- 
ing the  country,  kinds  of  product,  and  weight  of  each  should  be  made  on  M.  I. 
Form  121-D  (Revised)  across  the  dotted  lines  in  the  blank  space  of  the  column 
headed  ''Class  of  product."  The  total  of  these  weights  should  be  included  in 
the  entry  in  the  column  headed  "Weight  (pounds)." 


THE  FOOT-AND-MOUTH  SITUATION 

The  following  press  statements  issued  by  the  department  April  25  and  May  1, 
respectively,  deal  with  the  outbreak  of  foot-and-mouth  disease  in  California: 

CALIFORNIA  FRUITS  TO  MOVE  UNDER  PERMITS 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  at  the  request  of  Gov.  Friend  W. 
Richardson,  of  California,  has  taken  full  charge  of  the  campaign  to  eradicate 
foot-and-mouth  disease  which  exists  in  certain  parts  of  that  State. 

Headquarters  have  been  established  at  Sacramento  with  Dr.  U.  G.  Houck,  of 
the  Federal  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  in  charge  of  both  Federal  and  State 
forces.  All  infected  areas  have  been  placed  under  Federal  quarantine  which 
will  be  extended  or  modified  as  conditions  may  warrant.  The  regulations  in 
effect  cover  the  kinds  of  animals  and  commodities  that  are  likely  to  carry  the  infec- 
tion of  this  disease,  and  all  movements  from  infected  premises  are  absolutely 
prohibited.  The  Federal  Government  will  define  the  areas  from  which  fresh 
fruits,  vegetables,  and  similar  products  of  the  soil  may  be  shipped,  and  Federal 
permits  showing  nonexposure  of  such  products  will  be  issued  from  said  areas 
when  shipments  are  destined  to  States  requiring  such  permits. 

It  is  believed  that  these  measures  afford  protection  on  all  such  products  moving 
from  California  in  interstate  commerce.  With  the  Federal  Government  in  com- 
plete charge  there  is  no  necessity  for  States  to  set  up  embargoes  or  quarantines 
on  this  class  of  commodities.  The  Government  has  had  experience  in  handling 
similar  epizootics.  Foot-and-mouth  disease  was  prevalent  in  22  States  and  the 
District  of  Columbia  in  1914-15  and  was  eradicated  by  the  same  measures  now 
being  used.  It  has  existed  continuously  in  various  countries  of  continental 
Europe  for  many  years.  No  quarantines  have  heretofore  been  promulgated  on 
fresh  fruits,  vegetables,  and  similar  products  from  infected  States  or  from  Europe 
if  not  packed  in  hay,  straw,  or  similar  litter. 

Some  State  embargoes  unnecessarily  interfere  with  the  movement  of  these 
products  in  interstate  commerce  and  cause  great  loss  to  producers,  dealers,  and 
consumers.  The  Federal  authorities  are  exercising  ever}'  care  which  past  experi- 
ence has  shown  to  be  necessary  to  check  the  spread  of  this  disease. 

KILLING  AND  BURIAL  OF  ANIMALS 

Most  recent  reports  from  the  foot-and-mouth  disease  areas  in  California  indi- 
cate that  the  disease  is  being  placed  under  control  by  the  State  and  Federal  forces. 
Dr.  John  R.  Mohler,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  says  that  reports 
received  by  telegraph  to-day  (April  30)  show  only  three  additional  herds  found 
infected  yesterday  and  these  herds  were  small,  two  of  them  totaling  100  cattle 
and  the  other  consisting  of  80.  All  these  cattle  were  in  localities  in  which  the 
disease  has  existed  for  some  tin*e. 
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Another  encouraging  factor  is  the  success  of  the  killing  and  burying  squads  in 
getting  infected  herds  under  ground.  The  last  report  showed  that  only  seven 
condemned  herds  remained  unburied.  Getting  these  diseased  animals  under 
lime  and  earth  reduces  the  chances  of  spreading  the  disease,  and  the  conditions 
in  this  respect  are  better  now  than  at  almost  any  other  time  since  foot-and-mouth 
disease  made  its  appearance  in  California. 

Californians  are  also  feeling  more  optimistic  because  of  the  modification  of 
stringent  quarantine  regulations  by  near-by  States.  Washington  has  removed 
restrictions  on  citrus  fruit,  and  Wyoming,  which  required  fumigation  of  vegeta- 
bles, now  allows  these  soil  products  to  be  shipped  in  from  uninfected  parts  of 
California  under  Federal  permits.  This  is  the  result  of  the  efforts  made  by  Sec- 
retary Wallace  to  have  such  shipments  handled  in  this  way.  Other  States  also 
are  showing  a  tendency  to  put  their  faith  in  Federal  regulations.

SPECIMENS  OF  TICKS  TO  BE  SENT  TO  ZOOLOGICAL  DIVISION 

When  cattle  accompanied  by  bureau  certificate  are  shipped  as  noninfectious 
from  the  area  quarantined  for  Texas  fever,  or  cattle  from  the  released  area,  are 
found  to  be  infested  with  cattle  ticks  (Margaropus  annulatus)  upon  inspection  at 
a  public  stockyard  or  other  destination,  or  en  route  thereto,  specimens  of  the 
ticks  found  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Zoological  Division  of  the  bureau  for  final 
classification.  Each  lot  of  specimens  forwarded  should  be  accompanied  by  a 
brief  statement  that  will  serve  to  identify  the  shipment  from  which  they  were 
taken.  After  classification  the  specimens  will  be  returned  to  the  inspector  in 
charge  in  order  that  they  may  be  retained  as  required  by  the  instructions  on  page 
135  of  Service  and  Regulatory  Announcements,  December,  1915. 
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AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  FISCAL  REGULATIONS 

Joint  Expenses  of  Traveling  Employees 

Paragraph  33  (r)  of  the  Fiscal  Regulations  of  the  department  is  hereby  amended 
"to  read  as  follows: 

_  33  (r)  Whenever,  for  any  reason,  actual  expenses  allowed  under  these  regula- 
iiions  as  incidental  to  travel,  such  as  hotel  accommodations,  meals,  sleeping  berth, 
stateroom,  special  transportation,  and  the  like,  are  incurred  by  an  employee 
jointly  with  members  of  his  family  or  other  persons,  the  employee  is  entitled  to 
and  should  claim  reimbursement  for  one-half  of  the  aggregate  joint  expense  when 
accommodations  are  shared  with  one  person,  to  one-third  of  such  expense  when 
accommodations  are  shared  with  two  other  persons,  and  to  a  similar  proportion 
of  such  expense  when  accommodations  are  shared  by  a  larger  number  of  persons. 
All  joint  expenses  must  be  paid  for  in  cash  and  the  total  indicated  in  the  reim- 
bursement account,  but  claims  should  be  made  for  the  employees'  proportionate 
share  only.  Subvouchers,  when  required,  must  be  taken  for  the  full  amount 
paid.  Accounts  must  indicate  the  number  of  persons  sharing  in  the  joint  ex- 
penses. (See  sample  account  for  travel  under  actual  expenses  including  joint 
items.) 

Transportation  of  Effects,  Etc.,  of  Officers  and  Employees 

The  preamble  of  paragraph  90,  and  sections  (6)  and  (c)  of  the  same  paragraph 
of  the  Fiscal  Regulations  of  the  Department  are  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

90.  Transportation  of  effects,  etc.,  of  officers  and  employees. — An  employee 
"transferred  from  one  official  station  to  another  for  permanent  duty  when  allowed 
traveling  expenses  may,  within  the  discretion  and  under  written  instructions 
from  the  chief  of  the  bureau  in  which  he  serves,  be  allowed  usual  packing  and 
crating  of  household  goods  and  other  articles  of  personal  property,  and  freight 
and  drayage  charges  for  the  transfer,  between  such  stations,  of  household  goods 
and  domestic  livestock.  Personal  property,  including  an  automobile  or  motor- 
cycle may  also  be  transferred  at  Government  expense  when  such  property  will 
actually  be  used  in  official  work  at  the  new  official  station:  Provided,  however, 
That  an  employee  will  not  be  deprived  of  any  allowance  herein  authorized 
through  the  selection  of  residence  in  a  suburb  of  his  official  station.  All  ship- 
ments of  freight  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  paragraph 
90  (6).  Express  shipments  maj-  be  made  of  articles  of  a  perishable  nature  and 
articles  of  household  goods  and  personal  effects  required  for  immediate  use  at 
"the  official  station  to  which  an  employee  may  be  transferred,  such  as  wearing 
apparel,  tableware,  bedding,  and  kitchen  utensils,  but  not  including  furniture 
and  jewelry:  Provided,  That  this  shall  apply  only  in  cases  where  shipment  by 
freight  would  cause  delay  and  inconvenience.  Shipments  of  household  good's 
and  personal  property  may  also  be  made  by  motor  truck  when  the  cost  of  ship- 
ment by  this  means  does  not  exceed  the  cost  by  freight,  taking  into  considera- 
■tion  charges  for  packing,  crating,  and  drayage,  and  as  excess  baggage  when  the 
excess  weight  does  not  exceed  200  pounds.  Shipments  as  excess  baggage  should 
be  released  at  the  lowest  valuation  applicable. 

(b)  Under  the  provisions  of  paragraphs  90  and  90  (a)  shipments,  if  by  freight 
must  be  made  on  department  bills  of  lading,  prepared  in  accordance  with  para- 
graph 86,  released  to  the  lowest  valuation  applicable  to  the  classes  of  articles 
■transported.  The  employee  to  whom  such  department  bill  of  lading  is  issued 
is  not  authorized  to  make  any  change  therein,  by  writing  across  the  face  thereof 
or  otherwise,  which  will  raise  the  classification  of,  or  increase  the  freight  charges 
on,  the  shipment.  Carload  shipments  must  be  made  when  the  cost  at  the 
carload  rate  based  on  the  minimum  carload  weight  (actual  weight  when  in 
excess  of  the  carload  minimum)  is  cheaper  than  the  less-than-carload  rate  based 
on  actual  weight. 

(c)  When  an  employee  is  transferred,  together  with  his  household  goods  and 
personal  efl'ects  used  in  official  work,  from  one  official  station  to  another  he 
may,  with  the  approval  of  the  chief  of  his  bureau,  perform  said  travel  in  his 
personally  owned  automobile  and  be  reimbursed  therefor,  to  the  extent  that  the 
actual  mileage  between  the  stations,  and  per  diem  in  lieu  of  subsistence  for  the 
actual  number  of  days  consumed  in  travel  by  this  means,  exclusive  of  days  or 
parts  of  days  for  which  annual  leave  is  taken,  do  not  exceed  the  cost  of  said  travel 
by  rail,  including  per  diem  and  railroad  and  Pullman  fares,  and  the  expense  to 
"the  Government  of  shipping  by  freight  his  personally  owned  automobile  if  the 
•transfer  thereof  at  Government  expense  is  authorized  by  paragraph  90. 
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ORDERS  FOR  ADDING-MACHINE  RIBBONS 

All  orders  for  adding  machine  ribbons  should  specify  the  make  of  machine 
and  the  width  of  ribbon. 


PURCHASE  OF  SPARK  PLUGS 

As  the  Washington  office  is  able  to  purchase  spark  plugs  much  more  cheaply 
than  they  can  be  procured  in  retail  quantities,  stations  operating  bureau-owned 
automobiles  are  instructed  to  make  requisition  upon  the  Store  Room  in  the 
usual  manner  for  spark  plugs  for  Ford  cars.  It  is  the  intention  that  only  a  very 
small  surplus  over  immediate  requirements  shall  be  maintained  at  any  station.
